Memoirs Tell 
Fords Life Story 
In White House 


PALM

(UPI) — Gerald and Betty 
Ford say their unprecedented 
his-and-hers memoirs will tell 
the full story of their lives in 
the White House and that a 
“major portion” of Ford’s book 
will deal with his predecessor, 
Richard Nixon. 
“We hope we can produce a 
, full explanation of what it was 
like in the White House,” Ford 
told reporters Wednesday at the 
formal announcement of their 
publishing plans at the home 
they rented here, near the site 
where they are building a 15- 
room 
Spanish

house 
alongside a golf course. 
Harper & Row bought the 
North American book rights, 
and Readers Digest the m aga­ 
zine rights, to the memoirs of 
both the Fords, the first time a 
former 
President and 
First 
Lady have sold their memoirs 
as a joint venture. 
Neither the publishers nor the 
Fords 
have 
revealed 
the 
amount of money involved, but 
The New York Times quoted 
publishing industry sources as 
saying it is about $1 million. 
Ford said his book, scheduled 
to be published in the summer

dency as the Watergate scandal 
began to crumble the Nixon

W hat is a tornado? 
I t’s a storm within a storm, 
created by swirling winds. As 
the winds rotate, a hollow cavity 
form s 
in 
the center 
where 
c e n trifu g a l forces c re a te a 
p a rtia l 
vacuum . 
As 
con­ 
densation collects around the 
rotating winds, a pale funnel 
b eco m es visible, stre tc h in g 
from the clouds to the ground. 
As the storm moves—at a rate 
of zero to 70 miles per h our—the 
funnel picks up dirt and debris; 
this 
darkens the color. 
The 
typical tornado path is about 
one-quarter mile wide and the 
storm usually travels less than 
16 m iles. 
In a single week in April, 1974, 
tornadoes killed 336 persons and 
caused more than $385 million in 
property damage. As a result of 
one of the major storm s. State 
F a rm

and

Com pany alone paid out more 
than $11 million for dam age to 
people's

in 
Xenia, 
Ohio. On the day Xenia w as hit. 
a record 148 tornadoes were 
spaw ned by thunderstorm s. 
Tornadoes occur at any time 
of y ear They usually form in 
heavy cumulonimbus clouds on 
w arm , humid days with un­ 
stable tem perature conditions. 
M eterologists believe tornadoes 
are form ed by both therm al and 
m ec h a n ic a l 
forces,

The witching hour for tor­ 
nadoes is not midnight I f s late 
afternoon Close to 25 per cent of 
all tornadoes occur betw een 4 
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If 1977 is an average year, 
Indiana can expect 21.9 to r­ 
nadoes this year. And the first 
ones are likely to come this

While nothing can stop these 
tornadoes, experts have learned 
several life-saving facts from 
past tornadoes, including the 
nation's w orst flock of storm s in 
April. 1974. 
In fact, 
findings from 
the 
rubble in the 13 states ravaged 
by 148 tornadoes on April 3-4 
changed the thinking of experts 
on several points. 
For instance, the southwest 
corner of a building is probably 
the wrong place to be during a 
tornado. Engineers who sifted 
the w reckage in Xenia, Ohio, 
and other cities learned that 
tornadoes moving from south­ 
west to northeast blow south and 
west ball 
into buildings and 
north w alls 
away from 
the 
building 
This deflates the long-time 
belief that a tornado’s greatest 
threat is an explosion of walls 
outward, 
created by sudden 
differences in air pressure. It’s 
still a th reat, but driving winds 
are

devastating, according to the

O ceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration 
(NOAA). 
Where should a person seek 
shelter7 It depends on where 
you are, the experts say. 
Believe it or not, you will be 
safer lying face down in a ditch 
than you will be in a car or 
truck, a m obile home, under 
large-span roof, or in a room or 
hallway with lots of windows 
V ehicles can 
be lite rally 
smashed against trees, poles 
and buildings. If there’s tim e, 
drive aw ay from the storm at 
right angles from the storm ’s 
path If th e re ’s not time, leave 
the vehicle and lie in a ditch 
Mobile hom es "offer no op­ 
portunity 
for

p ro tec tio n ,’’ 
according

engineers. R esid en ts should 
leave their m obile homes and go 
to a substantial structure, lf 
there is no shelter nearby, they 
also should lie flat in a ditch,

If the building has no 
shelter, get outside in a ditch.

And corridors in 
line with a tornado’s path can 
turn into wind tunnels for the

In buildings w ith a lot of glass, 
the most protected spot is in the

Next best shelter 
would be in interior corridors 
perpendicular to the path of the

If you’re in a public building 
or large office building, there 
should be signs pointing out

home with a 
tornado w arning is issued, the 
| safest place is the basement, 
j according to NOAA If there’s 
no basem ent, go to a small 
enclosed interior area such as a 


closet or bathroom on the lowest 
floor of the house. If there's no 
enclosed space, go outside, lie in 
a ditch and cover your head. 
The best protection of all is a 
storm cellar or an underground 
reinforced excavation. Such a 
shelter should be stocked with 
w ater in an air-tight container, 
canned or sealed foods that need 
no refrigeration, first aid kit,

Even without an underground 
shelter, a homeowner can make 
the same preparations in his 
own home. The supplies should 
be placed where the family will 
take shelter during a storm. 
One of the m ost hopeful fin­ 
dings from the 1974 tornado 
research is the fact that the 
storm s would have caused a 
record number of deaths except 
for im provem ents in tornado 
w atches and w arn in g s, in­ 
communications and in com­ 
munity preparedness 
efforts. 
As it was, 315 persons were 
killed and alm ost 6.000 injured 
in the 13 states. Investigators 
believe the toll would have been 
much, much higher except for 
the im proved to rn ad o alert 
system. 
The point: Listen for weather 
advisories and, when a tornado 
th re a te n s, 
tak e 
im m ediate 
action. It can save your life 


TORNADO WATCHES 
are 
issued by the National Weather 
Service when storm conditions 
exist that may spawn a tornado 
This does not m ean tornadoes 
have been spotted; it m eans you 
should be looking for tornadoes 
or violent storm conditions but 
otherwise should not interrupt 
your regular business. Report 
any visible tornadoes 
to local 
authorities. 
TORNADO WARNINGS are 
issued bv the National W eather 
Service when a tornado has 
been spotted The warning will 
include information on the time 
of detection, the area through 
which the tornado is expected to 
move and how long the tornado 
is expected to be in the area 
Persons in the path of the storm 
should take im m ediate safety 
precautions.

replace your house and cover 
the value of your possessions.

M any 
com m unities that have been 
struck by tornadoes have also 
been struck by fly-by-night 
contractors. They often offer a 
quick and cheap job, 
which 
often turns out to be shabby. The 


contractor is long gone—along 
with your money—and you’re 
still in need of repairs. 
D eal 
w ith 
local 
con 
tractors...people you or a friend 
or neighbor know or trust. If you 
d o n ’t know any, in su ra n ce 
claim s people may be able to 
help you find reputable con­ 
tra c to rs to get re p a ir and 
rebuilding work started. 
If you are forced to leave your 
house, have a family m em ber 
stay near your property until 
the National Guard or other law 
enforcem ent bodies arrive to 
protect against theft or lotting. 


If you have problems finding 
se m i-p e rm a n e n t sh e lte r, the 
Red Cross and Salvation Army 
often set up tem porary shelters 
in public buildings. Look for 
short-term leases in apartm ents 
or rent a trailer to stand on your 
p ro p e rty 
w here 
you 
can 
supervise repair work. Again, 
keep the receipts for extra 
living expenses. They often are 
reim bursed by your insurance 
coverage. 


Some

will advance money for food, 
clothing and shelter if you m ust 
leave

M ake a com plete list of 
destroyed or damaged contents 
as soon as possible. The biggest 
single problem is settling claim s 
is verifying losses. The sooner 
your inventory is complete, the 
sooner your claim can be paid. 


R em em ber 
that

claim a tax deduction if the loss 
to your home and personal 
possessions is greater than your 
insurance coverage. Keep your 
inventory for tax purposes.
